WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—(UP) 
The War Department announced 
tonight a new point score and age 
limit to govern enlisted soldiers to 
be sent overseas. 

No enlisted man who had a 
point score of 45 or more on May 
12. 1945—V-E Day—or who was 
37 vears old. or who was 34, 35, or 
36 and had a minimum of one year 
of honorable military service, will 
be sent overseas. 

All men with these qualifications 
will be screened out of units and 
detachments scheduled for rede- 
ployment to the Pacific. And no 
individuals in these categories will 
be sent overseas as individual re- 
placements or casuals. 

“This measure will utilize ship- 
ping to the best advantage by elim- 
inating’ transportation to oversea 
theaters of men who would have 
less than one year to serve in the 
theater before becoming eligible 
for discharge,” the department 
said

What Is 
Your Racket, Brother? 


It is my idea that neither booze nor the 

condition generally described as “loose morally” 

Pras are making any inroads on us as a people. 
Certainly we drink, as a people, much less than in the days of the 
founding fathers and the young republic. And we are more moral. 

What really rots out a nation’s foundation timbers is a cynical 
acceptance of wrong; a corrupt attitude of mind which appeases 
the really evil things of the spirit and our society. The rum pots 
and the tarts are off in another field. 

The social decadence of this nation and this world during the 
gaudy days between our wars, was not to be discovered in police 
court statistics, but in a phrase or so, 

With extreme cynicism we began to employ the phrase, “What's 
your racket?” In the smoking rooms of Pullmans or coaches it 
usually was phrased, “What's your racket, brother?” 

It began as a wisecrack, but it went along to become a com- 
mon-place phrase. The use of it was an open confession by us as 
a people that “the rackets” had become so much an accepted part 
of our national life that we considered any and all occupations and 
professions to possess at least some qualities of a “racket.” 

During the prohibition era the underworld came to occupy 
a peculiar social status in this country. Many of the best night 
clubs were run by racketeers who used them as a front, or in 
exploitation, of other “rackets.” The underworld rat took on a 
sort of aura. It became very popular indeed to be acquainted with 
a known gangster and otherwise decent men and women used to 
go to great lengths to be greeted on their entry into some joint 
by the hoodlum proprietor of same. 

The rackets flourished and came to have a sort of respectabil- 
ity during the prohibition period and we still have a hang-over 
and a dark brown taste from it. 

This attitude was, in essence, an appeasement of wrong and 


lawlessness. 

It was a virus which got into the thinking 
Berchtesgaden of the world. It got into international politics. 
So, when the gangster of international politics came along, with 
his bully boy gang of killers, all packing rods and a sadistic desire 
to kill and to have power, it was easy to “appease.” . 

Join up with the racketeer—fly to Berchtesgaden—dine with 

him—give him a cut of honest people and property just to keep him 
quiet. 
Give him the right to sell the beer of his hates and prejudices 
in all the word-saloons of press and radio—let him peddle his 
needled Aryan ale; his alcohol of lies that inflame the brain and 
make men drunk with lust to kill: fix it for him so he won't 
have any police interference so long as he and his gang stay in 
their “territory.” 

Appease him, fix him up, cut him in.... 

But, finally, you have to deal with him-—-as we learned to the 
tune of 300,000 dead and another 700,000 wounded and missing. 

And so, I come, finally, to the little matter of the 
Auto Races rum-running racketeers who in Atlanta showed 
they had more authority than the people; more power than the 
police, more power than the officials who had agreed to let them 
race on our Labor Day holiday card. 

They were ordered out on the protest of the mayor. It was a 
stupid business at best, but finally, on city-owned property, they 
were ordered out. 

But the crowd wanted to see a race. The rum-runners, some of 
whom are under bond in fast-driving cases involving the killing of 
others, refused to be ordered out. 

So—'‘they” appeased them. They let them race. 

It was, of course, a little thing involving only a hoodlum or so. 

Yet, it was a shameful thing in that it indicated we would 
rather appease wrong than to tell the crowd to go get its money 
back—that—the community was more interested in its self-respect 
than in whether or not a set of notorious police characters were 
allowed to race. It was a shocking lack of perspective and decision. 

When they did race it turned out to be a dull and boring race. 
Apparently the boys are not afraid to drive on the streets where 
the worst that could happen would be to kill a child or so, or an 
innocent pedestrian. In where it was close they choked up. That

What the Censor Cut Out 


You won't find ‘“‘fungo” in the average dictionary, but you'll 
see it at any baseball game if you get there early enough. Fungo 
hitting is the fine art of batting practice flies to a team warming 
up just before the contest. It looks easy, but it’s an art all its own, 
but that latter is only a passing pronouncement. 

It’s the unofficial part I’m thinking of as I proceed to report 
that I’ll be rapping fungoes for a few days before picking up the 
regulation lumber and endeavoring really to bear down on what 
I encountered abroad. 

‘I don’t mean to imply that I brought back any startling reve- 
lations nor that I’m loaded with any “Now It Can Be Told” thrill- 
ers, but even writing daily it was impossible to set down all I saw 
and heard and cogitated.

to be interested in our printing press marks, but were eager to 
trade anything from Leicas to love for butter, bread, chocolate, 
or practically anything else to eat. Thus—not the officers—but 
the conglomeration of foreign free loaders who professed to be 
newspapermen and women, who by some weird and thoroughly 
unsanitary arrangement had managed to get themselves accredited 
as “U. war correspondents” and thus were living high and 
free at the expense of the U. S. taxpayers, were racketeering the 
victuals you were doing without in order that it might go “to our 
men overseas.”

I extracted the quotes as delicately as a gentleman lifting a 
strand of spaghetti from a new red necktie with his wife’s eyebrow 
tweezers. The regulations were thus satisfied and the story moved. 

And from Hamburg, and my interview with Max Schmeling. | 
was able to report how he had petitioned the British to let him go 
into the schoolbook publishing business.

Bad Kissengen Cure 


BAD KISSINGEN, Germany—We are putting up here at a press 
camp which formerly was a sanitarium. I won't say what kind 
of a sanitarium it was, but it has padded doors and the bellhops 
all wear white coats and keep looking at me and murmuring: “Ah, 
reconversion already!” 

The “Bad” in Bad Kissingen means bath, but so far I haven't 
been able to locate one here. This place is a sort of Bavarian 
Saratoga Springs. The Krauts used to flock here to soak in the 
mineral water they believed would cure everything from bunions 
to marital unfaithfulness. 1 tasted some of the water and all i can 
say is: “I don’t think it ever will replace the old-fashioned mickey.” 

Our unit went through its paces this evening at Bad Neustadt 
for some Ninth Air Force boys, and afterwards we dropped over 
to the local EM (enlisted men’s) club and hoisted a few beers with 
the guys. They were very glad to see us (meaning Neale, Patty, 
June and Ruth) and hated to see us (same thing) leave. We all 
sat at different tables and gave out with the news from the states, 
and signed autographs. (When it was over I was ahead four foun- 
tain pens.) 

There are a lot of displaced persons here—Poles, Russians, 
Czechs, Belgians and Slavs—and during the show a bunch of them 
were hanging around the outskirts of the crowd and, although they 
didn’t understand English, they seemed to have a big time and 
laughed very loudly every time anyone else did. Im fact 1 signed 
five of them up for my next wtnter’s radio audience (if any).

No Need for 
Another Probe 


W ASHINGTON.—Nothing is to be gained by 
the demands which are currently being voiced in 
congress for a further investigation of the facts 

in relation to the Pearl Harbor disaster. 

Those who are making the demands are, for the most part, the 
same. old voices that have been heard for the past three and a half 
years in censure of the Roosevelt. administration. 

Disappointed that the original Roberts report did not impute a 
major degree of blame to the late President for the disaster that 
overtook us, the critics kept up a continuous how! for a fuller 
disclosure of the facts. 

Now that the final reports of the Army and Navy investigating 

baards have been made public and fail to show any justification for 
the critics’ claims, they are insisting upon a broader congressional 
inquiry, still hopeful of producing some bit of evidence that will lay 
responsibility at the doors of the White House. 
: The demands that have newly come up from certain elements 
In congress can only be explained in one way. It is human nature 
for persons who have made themselves ridiculous by putting forth 
false charges and reports to seek to justify themselves by demanding 
further facts. Most every man is reluctant to admit his error. 


oe The Army and Navy reports, while mis- 
Reports Sufficient guided, it seems, in some of their con- 
clusions, are nevertheless sufficient for all practical purposes. None 
of the pertinent facts appear to have been omitted or glossed over. 

By acts of omission rather than commission, Adm. Kimmel and 
Gen. Short, our Hawaiian commanders at the time, are still branded 
as the chief culprits, just as the Roberts report branded. them more 
than three years ago. 

It may be true, as the two service reports claim, that the War 
and Navy Departments in Washington did not furnish them with 
as true a picture of the threatening situation as they might have. 
But not one can deny that they were not adequately forewarned. 

The investigating boards have tended to make it clear that, even 
if Kimmel and Short had acted in the best of judgment, in keep- 
ing with the warning they received, the best they would have been 
able to eccomplish would have been to mitigate, im some degree, 
the disaster that befell us at Pearl Harbor. 


Two simple over-all facts emerge from the 
U. S. Unprepared reports. The first is that we were not pre- 
pared for war at the time the Japs struck, and the second is that 
we were taken by complete surprise. 

But let us assume that the element of surprise was reduced to 
a minimum. Suppose that Adm. Kimmel! and Gen. Short had made 
a proper disposition of their forces tos meet the kind of air attack 
that was launched—something they did not do. 

We still have the word of the Army and Navy boards that the 
forces we had at Hawaii, even though disposed in a proper man- 
ner, would have been inadequate to prevent the disaster wholly. 

The Japs sent such a pawerful task force on the mission to 
Pearl Harbor, we are informed by the reports, that even had it 
been intercepted by some of our fleet units or by reconnaissance 
planes, we still coul@ not have stopped them from inflicting serious 
damage to our fleet. 

That has always been true when one nation undertook to attack 
another without notice and without warning. We simply were the 
victims of treachery. . 

The facts as thus determined tend to support the statément of 
President Truman, in commenting on the reports, that, in the last 
analysis, the American people are primarily to blame for the Pearl 
Harbor disaster. 

The people refused to believe that the country was in any danh- 
ger of attack. Congress reflected this attitude on the part of the 
people when, five times before Pear! Harbur, it refused adminis- 
tration requests for the fortification of Guam. Again when it 
rejected an administration request for 1,200 additional warplanes. 

Even though we had escaped Pear! Harbor without the loss of 
a single battleship, it is doubtful that the course of war events in 
the Pacific would have been materially changed. We were un.- 
prepared for war. and hence we had to build up our forces before 
we could go on the offensive. : 

These are the simple facts of the matter which have been 
adequately breught to light by the Army and Navy investigations

lend a helping hand when anything musical or cultural is concerned, 
conceived the idea of forming a Junior Guild to be sponsored and 
built up by the youth of Atlanta. Since Dorothy’s plan has met with 
such enthusiastic, response, she invited a group of attractive local 
belles to luncheon with her yesterday at the Piedmont Driving 
Club to discuss the pros and cons of the movement.

The Atlanta Symphony Guild has been created for the directing 
and organizing of the Youth Symphony and the Junior Guild will be 
an arm of this enterprise, composed of Atlanta young people who 
are interested in music and the building of such a symphony.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—(UP) 
The Army tonight removed all 
bars against loyal Japanese- 
Americans returning to the Pa- 
cific coast, and it promised them 
the same treatment and privileges 
“accorded other law-abiding 
American citizens and residents.” 

The action, effective at mid- 
night, formally terminated the 
mass exclusion program under 
which persons of Japanese ances- 
try had been banned from _ the 
coastal areas of California, Ore- 


gon and Washington since early | 


im the war. 


At the same time, the War Re- | 
location Authority announced | 


that its eight relocation centers 
will be closed gradually beginning 
next month, with the last sched- 
uled to shut down Dec. 15. Some 
33,000 persons remain in the cen- 
ters 

Although all military controls 
were ended, the Justice Depart- 
ment will retain jurisdiction over 
some 6,000 internees at the Tule 
lake (Cal.) segregation center, 
scene of numerous disorders. Jap- 
anese-Americans who renounced 
U. S. citizenship and other dis- 
loyal Nisei are housed there. 

The mass exclusion program 
initiated in 1942 was ended last 
December just one day before the 
supreme court handed down a de- 
cision invalidating it. A program 
of individual exclusion was sub- 
stituted.
